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LOWER COST NECESSARY 
IN PRODUCING WHEAT 


Manhattan, Kan.— Increasing | 
competition in wheat growing 
makes necessary lower costs of 
production for those farmers who 


expect to continue producing this 
crop at a profit. The outlook indi- 
cates low wheat prices during the 
hext seven to 10 years. 

The wheat acreage of all import 
ant exporting countries has been 
materially expanded in recent 
years. The western portion of the 
wheat belt of the United States, 
the prairie provinces of Canada. 
Argentina, Australia and some of 
the European countries are now 
growing larger acreagex of wheat 
than in prewar times. As a con- 
sequence, the total world supply of 
wheat in the three crop years of 
1927, 1928 and 1929 exceeded the 
supply of any other three year 
period in the history of the worla. 

The = difficulties cagsed by ex- 
panding acreage have pen accent 
uated by a tendency for the per 
capita consumption to decline. In 
1900 the average person in the 
United States consumed bread and 
other wheat products equivalent to 
5.4 bushels of wheat. 

By 1930, per capita consumption 
had declined to 4.2 bushels and per 
capita consumption has declined in 
most other countries excepting the 
Orient where there has been some 
Increase. Increases in population 
have tended to offset the declin- 
Ing consumption per person, but 
consumption could keep pace with 
the increased production only at 
low prices for wheat. 

Another factor in the situation 
Is the policy of many European 
countries in encouraging the pro 
duction of their own food supplies. 
High import duties on wheat have 
made wheat bread an expensive 
item in the diet of the peoples ot 
France, Germany and Italy in spite 
of low wheat prices in exporting 
countries. 

Must Aid Production 

Faced with the prospect of 
continued low prices, the American 
farmer has but one alternative. and 
that is to reduce costs of produc 
tion to the point where wheat can 
be grown profitably. There are 
many ways available to the wheat 
growers of the western great 
plains region whereby costs may 
be lowered. Many farmers are now 
doing these things and are secur: 
Ing a moderate profit from thelr 
wheat. Many others are aranging 
their business so that they can 
take advantage of these lower 
costs, or they are planning to eli: 
minate wheat from their farming 
systems, 

In reducing the cost of produc 
ing a bushel of wheat these far 
mers have two things to keep ia 
mind. First, is the handling of each 
acre as efficiently and economical 
ly as possible, so that acre costs 
are kept at the lowest possible 
figure. Second, the higher the 
yields per acre under usual condi} 
tions. the lower the cost per bush) 
el, Efficient operation and high 
yields will be the watchwords of 
the farmers who survive in the pre: 
sent intense competition for world 
wheat markets. 

The things that give more effi- 
elent operation and lower acre 
costs include the use of combines, 
tractors, trucks. and other large 
seale machinery which materially 
reduce labor costs, an increase in 
the size of the usual farm, and the 
combining of other crops and some 
livestock with wheat growing 
What Machines Have Done. 

The combined harvester-thresher 
the tractor and the truck have re 
duced production costs, The intro- 
duction of the combine cut harvest- 
ing costs approximately one half. 
These large-scale machines make 
It possible for each farmer to han- 
dle a larger acreage and to grow 
more bushels of wheat. The annual 
capacity of the usual combine with 
a cut of 15 to 16 feet is 500 to 600

acres, 

This is a larger acreage than 
most wheat farmers have been 
growing. There is a pronounced 


tendency to increase the size of 


the usual wheat farm so that the 
expense of these large scale mach 
ines may be spread over a larger 
humber of acres, thereby redusing 
the cost for each acre. 

Wheat farmers in combine ter- 
ritory have been and still are en- 
deavoring to take advantage of the 
lower costs per acre secured when 
the larger areas are handled. Many 
farmers have left their farms in 
the older wheat growing sections 
and gone to the new lands of the 
West where the larger acreages 
aitbinet be secured.

Sir George stated that a sum be 
tween five and six million dollara 
was paid out each year by the 
home government to Imperial pen- 
Sioners and their dependents rea: 
ident in the Dominion. Canada is 
the only part of the Empire whicp 
has a headquarters for payment 
and this was rendered necessary 
by the large number of pensioners. 

Some idea of the colossal burden 
che Motherland is bearing in con- 
hection with the post-war care of 
{ts veterans can be gaged by the 
fact that the sum of more than 
$4,500.000,000 has been speat in 
war pensions alone since the Arm- 
Istice. This sum exceeds the whole 
pre-war national debt of Great 
Britain. The present expenditure 
{s approximately fifty-three mil- 
lion pounds a year or slightly over 
& million pounds a week. 

There are in Canada and the 
United States about 1.200 war pen- 
sioners who are paid from Ottawa 
while the total number in receipt 
of pensions in England and abroad, 
including dependents. is in excess 
of 1,250,000. The annual bill for 
pensions had dropped from $550,1 
000,000 in 1923 to $225 million at 
the present time. The cost of op 
erations for the Pensions Ministry 


fs only two per cent of the total 
expenditure. 
One of the big phases of the 


work in the Motherland is the tare 
of disabled and sick veteram® in 
the great hospitals owned bythe 
ministry and in general hospitals. 
Every class of injury and afflict- 
fon was handled and wonderful re- 
sults had been obtained in ortho- 
pedic surgery and in the treatment 
of mental cases.

Last week, the Province of Al 
berta reached its twenty-fifth an- 
niversary and the people, especial 
ly those who have resided here 
during that period may proudly 
look back with considerable satis 
faction. 

In 1905 Alberta had a population 
of less than 200,000 while today it 
has almost reached the 700,000 


mark, @ remarkable growth which 


would have been exceeded quite

The Halifax Herald (Cons.) 
criticizes The Financial Post for 
not having declared itself in agree 
ment with Mr Bennett's Empire 
trade policy before the election, 
The Herald observes: 

“Our own feeling about the mat- 
ter is this, that a clearcut definite 
lead by such a paper as The Finan- 
cial Post on the subject of Empire 
trade would have stopped a lot of 
the cheap flag-flapping that was 
going on throughout the country.” 

If the editor of the Halifax Hey- 
ald will take the trouble to look 
through The Financial Post of the 
last few months he will find many 
clear-cut definite leads on the sub- 
ject of Empire trade, We will quote 
merely one, from our leading edit- 
orlal on the Dunning budget which 
was the big issue in this election: 

“It is probably one of the big- 
gest popular publicity stunts that 
has ever been attempted, Never- 
theless, in its manner of widening 
the scope of the British preference 
the Government has made the 
same mistake that was made by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, a mistake 
that was not in the original Laur- 
fer-Fieldig policy at all, Mr Dun- 
ning has refused to meet the other 
countries of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations in a spirit of 
petty bargaining. But this is pure 
sophistry and unsound political 
economics, A permanent structure 
of Imperial trade can only be built 
by a system of preferential agree- 
ments which provide qqual bene 
fits to all parties.” 

This is a clear cut definite lead. 
It is incidentally exactly Mr Ben- 
nett’s policy. We do not knew if 
Mr Bennett or the Herald quoted 
that before the election er not. 
At least, they had the chance 

The Halifax Herald seems to 
think that The Financial lost 
helped Mr King in the election. 
It quotes the bankers’ election 
forecast. Only one candidate in all 
Canada wrote us to complain that 
the election forecast was partisan 
in nature. And this was one of the 
two Liberal candidates in the city 
where the Herald is published. 
The Herald complains that Mr 
King and his party broadcast the 
attitude of The Financial Post in 
the press and through radio sta 
tions.

This applied to collective 
farms. but Mikoyan stated that 
Government also intended using 
the corn levy as a weapon to strike 
a blow at individualist peasants 
who had remained outside the col- 
lective farms. 

Competition of a peculiarly dan- 
gerous kind from this source is, 
therefore, a possibility for the pre- 
sent season and a certainty for 
future seasons; and in forecasting 
the future of wheat growing in 
Western Canada this factor is not 
to be ignored.
